The Journal andBishcp Spalding. 

In his third article, the editor of the Journal comes 
somewhat nearer than before to the real issue be- 
tween himseli and Bishop Spaiding. He attempts, 
with some show of candor, aud some ingenuity, 
to reply to the fifth letter of the Bishop, in which 
he had endeavored to prove that Religion is the 
basis of ell sound education among Christians. — 
The Journal frankly admits the soundness of this 
principle, and thereby yields the principal point 
m the discussion. 

The Journal says: ‘'We have said on a former 
occasion that Protestant Cbristians agree with 
Roman Catholics in being opposed to a merely 
secular education, that is an education where 
I litre is no moral or religious element. As a gen- 
eral rule all evangelical Protestant Christians hold 
that the Christian Religion should be the basis of 
ail education, and that there can be no sound ed- 
ucation without it. Again: “They, ( Protes 
tant«) a< we have stated, and as Rishop Spalding 
himself show s, are in favor of a religious educa- 
tion. to an extent which is not found in the public 
schools, aud so must be double taxed for other 
schools. Aud oo this ground lie the Bishop) ex- 
horts them a* having an equal interest at stake 
to make common ceuse with the Catholics against 
the existing order of things.” The only differ- 
ence between Catholics and Protestants in this 
matter, the J varnal adds, is that “Catholics are 
only a little more zealous and unanimous in edu- 
tinrr their children in their own way than Protes- 
tant church members.” 

Thi« is admitting u great -leal. It amounts, in 
f.ict, aim* t to a yielding of the matter in debate^ 
If a religious education be essentia’, according to 
the unanimjus opinion of both Catholics and 
Protestants, and if the public schools cannot con- 
sistently impart this religious education, our pub- 
lic schools as at present conducted, are avowedly 
inadequate to meet the most pressing want of 
the age and country, and therefore, if this be the 
case, the Bishop wa« right in asking for a change, 
and in calling on his Protestant fellow-citizens to 
unite with Lini in s> modifying our public school 
system as to adapt them to the wants aud wishes 
ol all our t'hristian population of everv denomi- 
nation. Wp can see no escape from this conclu- 
s.ou. It follow- logically from the premises which 
are admitted o.i both sides. The Journal thus vir- 
tually gives up the discussion, and acknowledges 
that the Bishop is right, and that all sound Pro 
testant Christians agree with him on one, at least, 
of the great principles lying at the basis of the 
controversy. 

But the Journal argues that Protestant Chrie- 
tisns cheerfully double tax themselves to carry 
out their views in regard to the necessity of the 
religious element iu education, whereas the Cath- 
olics complain of the double tax as an intolerable 
grievance. This is his argument, repeated over 
and over again, in evei v variety of phraseology, 
as it stating it once w itb clearness and perspicu- 
ity were not enougn ’ Protestant Christians have 
as much right as Catholics, to complain of the 
double tax uecessary for carrying on the public 
schools as at present organized and conducted . 
but they do not couipiaiu, therefore Catholics 
ought not to complain, hut hear with patient 
equanimity the double lax imposed upon them by 
a system avowedly inadequate to meet the most 
pressing want of the age ! This is the whole ar- 
g ament, stripped of the tedious Verbiage with 
which it is cumbered. Does any sensible man 
beheve it to be either sound or conclusive"' Peter 
must not complain when robbed, because Paul 
has been robbed in the same way, and Paul does 
not complain ! Why should Bishop Spalding 
complain ot donhle taxation, when others are 
double taxed as well as himself* 

If this be logic, it is of a tv pe unknown to the 
masters of the old dialectic art. It is a part of a 
new tangled system of reasoning which the Jour, 
nai seems to have gotten up for the occasion. It 
will not bear a moment’s scrutinr. The Journal 
roundiy admits that paring double tax is an es- 
sential sequel to our system of public schools, as 
at present carried out, at least for all evangel ica 
Christians, ne says “Now according to Bishop 
Bpalding, Protestant Christians have no more to 
expect from our existing public schools, in the 
way of an adequate religious education than Ro 
man Catholics have ; and yet every Protestant in 
the land, who prefers to send a child to some 
private church or school, in preference to the pub. 
lie school, bas to double tax himself for it.” 

This is a very significant admission. It proves 
that there must be something radically wrong 
tomtwhert in our present management of the pub- 
lic schools. A system which thus necessarily 
carries with it a double tax, and which at the 
same time is avowedly inadequate to meet the 
greatest w ant of the religious world, must be sad- 
*ly defective, aud ah uld surely be amended. This 
is more evidently the case, when it ig freely ad- 
mitted by the Journal that the double taxes are a 
necessary sequel to the omission of religious 
teaching in the schools. 

In Europe, it would appear, that this is not the 
case, as the Bishop proved from the testimony of 
Mr. Kay, an English Protestant, who had careful- 
ly examined the various European systems of edu. 
cation and reported on them. No one is double 
taxed in either France, Austria, Prussia, Bavaria, 
or any other considerable European country for 
educational purpose*. The system in all these 
countries is organized on such a basis as to be 
generally satisfactory to the people, and to require 
no one for conscientious reasons to double tax 
himself in order to be able toeducatehis children 
according to hie own conscientious convictions. 
And yet all these countries are far less free and 
less enlightened than our own glorious republic. 
Why this discrepancy so sadly to our disadvan- 
tege v 

This, we apprehend, was the main point in the 
Bishop's argument, which the Journal has not yet 
answered, and probably never will answer satis- 
factorily. 

While all evangelical Protestants are double 
taxed for the Christian education of their children, 
like Catholics, it must be admitted that the griev- 
ance weighs more heavily on the latter than on 
the former. For in the first place, as the Journal 
admits. Catholics are more unanimous sod earnest 
in believing in the necessity of s religious educa- 
tion than the Protestants ; and secondly, their 
children are much more likely to be taunted and 
ill treated in the public schools, than are the chil- 
dren of other denominations. We think that no 
candid man will be disposed to deny this. This 
has been more particularly the case since the ad- 
vent of Know Notbingism with its proscriptive 
spirit, and Plug Cglyism with it* blood-thirsty 
practices, as has been ahown by the Bishop in his 
second letter. 

Whether the remedy proposed by Bishop Spald- 
ing, for the acknowledged abuses which now ex- 
ist in oar public schools, and which seem almost 
inseparable fron^ them, aa at present organised 
and conducted, be the only adnquate one or not, 
pr whether it bo eultrdy practicable under our 



present circumstances, we are not at present pre- 
pared to say. This remedy, it will be remembered, 
consists of freedom of education to the exclusion 
of monopoly, while retaining, at the same time, 
the present system of taxation. If it be not the 
best or the only remedy for the acknowledged 
evil, let the Journal prepare a better and more 
adequate one, and then w« may be prepared to 
give our opinion on the subjeet, which for the 
present we hold in abeyauce. 

One thing is certain, that something ought to 
be doue, and this without delay. The Journal's 
system of double taxes will never do. The mass 
of our Protestant fellow citizens will not long con- 
tinue to bear up patiently under this oppressive 
grievance. Any one who would be able to point 
out a meaus by which our various evangelical 
Protestant denominations would be enabled to 
educate their children according to their own 
views, without double taxing themselves therefor, 
would render a great i-ervice to the cause of edu- 
cation and to the country. 

No one, at any rate, could possibly prove a worse 
advocate of our public schools than the editor of 
the Journal, as he has so far conducted their de- 
fense. Never, perhaps, was the old saying more 
applicable, “ the Lord save me from my friends! ” 

The City Interpreter. 

The case of Ruckstuhl against the auditor, was 
recently disposed of in our circuit court. The 
plaintiff' applied for a mandamus against the au- 
ditor to compel him to draw a warrant for his 
salary as interpreter in the city court, as was 
done in the well-known case of Hardin vs Page, 
based on the assumption that the interpreter is a 
life officer. The prayer was refused on the 
grounds that the city interpreter is an employee, 
and not an officer, under the charter, and that tbe 
new constitution expressly forbids the creation of 
any life office. These positions were taken in the 
Courier when the subject was first agitated, and 
we still sec no reason to question their soundness 
We are, of course, gratified to sec that what we 
consider as a just decision, has been rendered, 
without regard to the fact that we had first ad- 
vocated the same doctrine. This is uot the lirst 
time our articles on legal questions have found 
favor iu high quarters. In a celebrated case we 
complained that the code of practice bad not beeu 
so framed as to apply to that case as to the selec- 
tion ol a jury. One of the framers of the code at 
once took issue with us, and a city cotemporary 
zealously chimed in, that such a provision would 
have been an ex post facto law, and therefore un- 
constitutional; yet the Court of Appeals has siuce 
sustained our view, that no such objection could 
be maintained. We also contended in the same 
case that parties united in the same indictment, 
were not competent, on a severance of trials, to 
testify for each other; and this, too, has beeu sus- 
tained in the same court. A notice of the cele- 
brated Waring case in our columns ha* been co 
pied verbatim iti Angell on Life Insurance. The*e 
are hut part of the assurances we have received 
where our \iews have ultimately triumphed, 
and they are compliments which, while exciting 
pride in us, we hope will command due respect 
in the proper quarters for the future. 

Register of the Land Office- J. H. Johnson. 

We publish, this morning, a letter in favor of 
J. II. Johnson, Esq., of Frankfort, lorState Regis- 
ter, which has been upou our table for some time. 
Our columns have been very much crowded, of 
late, and we have been compelled to lay over some 
letters of this kind. As Mr. Johnson is a brother 
editor, we took the privilege of laying him on the 
table for the benefit of others. While he has 
been lying there, however, we have received sev- 
eral other letters in his behalf, and if we don’t 
begin to relieve our table, it will soon get full of 
letters of this kind. 

The letter concerning Mr. Johnson is from the 
pen of a sterling old Democrat, of Harrison coun- 
ty. We are glad to lay it before our re aders, uot 
only because it is & just aud excellent communica- 
tion, which we fully indorse, but because it is in 
behalf of a worthy member of the editorial fra 
ternity. Editors, as a general thing, are not well 
rewarded with offices. They puff, and blow, and 
elevate others into office, while they starve thetn- 
themselves. Wc arc for occasiouallv rewarding 
editors who are poor, and who de.-ire offices, with 
those that they cau properly fill. In this case, Mr 
Johnson’s qualifications admit of no doubt. He 
is a lawyer as well as editor, and is, in every war, 
eminently qualified for the place suggested. If, 
therefore, the convention ou the Sth of January 
shail consider the claims of the kuights of ihe 
quill, the claims of Mr. Johnson should be re- 
garded; for his intellect, and iudustrr, and trucu- 
lent pen hate done much to slav the enemies 
of the Democracy and to ele\ate to power 
the party which now rules in Kentucky, and 
which ought forever to control the destiny of our 
glorious old commonwealth.

Money ol the World and the Wealth of 
Uncle Sam. 

The amount of specie in the great banks of the 
world, according to the latest report, is as follows ;

Thu rest of the batiks aud banking institutions 
of the world probably hold two-thirds of this suui, 
which would make the precious metals thus held 
a* a basis of increased circulation 1500 , 000 , 000 . — 
If the notes issued upon this basis were as two to 
one throughout the world, we should, from this 
source, have a circulating medium of a billion of 
dollars. This sum, however, bears but a small 
proportion to the precious metals in the world.— 
The most reliable estimates show that the follow 
ing sums have beeu takeu from the mines of the 
whole world at the periods aunexed :

The total amount of the precious metals taken 
from the mines of the world, up to this time, is, 
therefore, estimated at $7,800,000,000. Of this sum 
two-thirds are supposed to be in silver, aud the 
remainder iD gold. About oue-third of the whole 
sum is iu circulation in the shape of coin, aud the 
other two-thirds moulded into watches, jewelry, 
plate, etc., etc. The banks of the world do not, 
therefore, contain more than one-sixth of the 
specie in circulation. The rest is boarded and in 
the hands of private individuals, who bank upon 
it in their own way, as the demands of trade re- 
quire it. If it were all in bank, and an issue of 
notes as two to one upon it, the world would be 
too rich for endurance, and the prices of ali things 
enormously increased. 

The whole of this enormous sum, however, 

would not equal the wealth of the United States- 
In 1850, when we were nothing like so rich as we 

now are, the census showed that our goods and 
chattels were valued at $7,006,562,966. This 
huge sum was divided out among the States and 
territories as follows;

Give us gentle songs to lull our 
senses to rest — romances to invite brave aud lov- 
ing deeds — histories to profit us bv the examples 
of the past — records of journeys far away, that, 
basking iu the brilliance of our own chamber 
lire, we may participate in the adventures of ex- 
plorers at the North Pole and under the Equator 
The New Poem. — H ere is a scrap of information 
concerning certain of the personages who flourish 
in Mr. Longfeilow's new poem : 

1. John Alden’s name is in the list of those who 
came over in the Mayflowor to Plymouth Rock, 
which has been facetiously called “the Blarney 
stone of America.” 

2 . The first wife of Miles Standish was named 
Rose. 

3. His second wife was called Barbara. What 
her surname was, we have not ascertained. 

4. Mrs. John Alden’s maiden name was Pris- 
cilla Mullins. 

Not ours the fault that tier patronymic was so 
vulgar, for Mullins, it must be owned, is uot the 
prettiest or most euphonic of surnames. We dare 
sav that “the puritanic maiden Priscilla” was b\ 
no means unwilling to ebauge it. 

To ihe English edition of “The Courtship," 
there is a short preface by Mr. Longfellow. — 
Speaking of Miles Standish, the poet says : 

He was twice married, aud tiie traditiou has 
been Lauded down that, sometime after the death 
of his first wife, Le employed the friendly services 
of one John Alden to pay court in his name to a 
fair laiy, who, however, fell in love with his am 
bassador, and Priscilla Mullins became the wife 
of John Alden. 

On this slight tradition, the poet has built up 
his love story. 

After Dark.— S uch is the significant title of a 
pleasant collection of stories sent us by F. A 
Crump, Fourth street. They are from the pen of 
Wilkie Collius, one of the chief writers in Dick- 
ens’ Household Words. We have read these 
stories, and can say, with truth that there is not 
one of them but is marked as the production of a 
master genius.

Collins’ reputa- 
tion as a novelist, established by the Dead Secret, 
aud Hide and Seek, will not sutler by the presen- 
tation ol so admirable a book us "After Dark.” 
Boons to ce reBLisHCD.— Robert Iiulwer Lytton, 
only son of the great novelist — who, as Lord 
Derby's Colonial Secretary of State, is in a fair 
way of winning distinction as a great statesman 
— published a volume of poems, two or three years 
ago, entitled “Clytemnestra.” llis nom de plume 
is Owen Meredith, and the book has been so suc- 
cessful that a second edition is about appearing. 
He has another volume iu the press, called “The 
Wanderer, and other Poems.” He is twenty-six 
years old, and undoubtedly a young gentleman u! 

I promise. Seven years ago, when his uncle, Sir. 
Henry Bulwer, was in this country, Mr. R. Bulwer 
Lytton was well known in Washington society, 
where lie did not make any impression of pos- 
sessing any particular talent. 

^T'Miss Moloch is about publishing anew work 
of fiction. Of the female English novel writers this 
young lady is now the most popular. Diuah 
Maria Muloch is in her thirty-third year, aud not 
personally very fascinating. 

Macaulay, whose history of England seems 
in a state of suspended animation, is uot likely 
to advance it very rapidly by devoting his time to 
pet 'subjects in the Encyclopaedia Britannica. — 
There is a new semi-volume nearly ready, to 
which Macaulay has contributed the biography of 
William Pitt, the younger. 

Blue Stockings Rkdivivi s. — T he literary ladies 
of Paris have lately formed a regular Blue Stock- 
ing Club. About eighty years ago associations thus 
Called w>re verv popular in London. Mr. Still- 
ingfleet, the naturalist, as Boswell tells the sto- 
ry,) always wore blue stockings, aud Lis company 
was so much desiderated in female literary cote- 
ries, that these re unions were dull without his 
conversation. It used to he remarked, by the 
learned ladies “We can do nothing without the 
blue stockings.” Hence the origin of the phrase. 
“S<p, vet Sacred Memories.” — T ile eloquent and 
truthful tribute of Bishop Smith to the learning, 
virtues, aud piety of the late Bev. Henry M. Denni- 
son has been published in pamphlet form. It is a 
glowing, yet fuiihfully just eulogv upon the lute 
rector of St. Paul's church.

Railroad Frauds by Americans in Russia 

The Astronomers After the Speculators.— A 
letter from St. Petersburg, of the *:th instant, con- 
tains the following extraoi dinary revelation: 

The great topic of the day, in ail circles, is the 
discoveiy of one of the most extensive, barefaced 
and impudent frauds ever committed on this or 
anv other government. 

Many people ask, with a shake of the head, 
“What is the practical use of astronomy?” One 
answer is, tbui iu this instance science has the 
credit of having made a discovery of the greatest 
importance to the State in a pecuniary point of 
view. The result of the calculations lately made 
by the well kuowu astronomer, Professor Struve, 
of the University of Dorpat, relative to the true 
geographical positions of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, and th# distance between the two capi- 
tals of the empire, is that the actual length of the 
railroad is, by astronomical observations, no 
less than SS. 1 ^ wersts (about sixty miles) 
shorter than its nominal length of f>07 wersts, or 
in other words, that tbe government, for whore 
account the railroad was constructed, has had to 
pav about one-seventh of the value, or twelve 
millions of roubles, mote than it out to have paid. 
As the rolling stock of the St. Petersburg and 
Moscow Riufway is furnished by an American 
company, who are paid for the same at so much 
per werst, it follows that in this quarter the gov- 
ernment have been paying also a most fearful 
overcharge. The poles erected uioug the line to

The 
Reliance, from Parkersburg, repoils thiee and a 
half feet water at Buffington and Blanney, and 
the river rising all the way down, und all the Fide 
streams swelling slighi-v. Tne Haog’ng Ilock 
had a barge drawiug forty-four inches hard 
aground on Greenup Shoal?.

BY TELEGRAPH . 

From Washington. 

Washngton, Oct. 29. — General Paez, accompa- 
nied bv Senor P. J. Rojas, and two other members 
of the Venezuelan government, and also by Gen, 
Herran, the new Grenadian Minister, and M. 
l'ombo, secretary, proceeded to the executive 
mansion to-day, and was there introduced to tbe 
President by Secretary Cass, in pursuance of a 
previous arrangement. General Paez said he 
came to bid farewell to this nation through its 
President. He considered the United States his 
second home, aud expressed the hope that the 
sympathies bestowed upon him in his exile, would 
be extended to Venezeuela. The high respect and 
gratitude that he felt for the United States would 
daily inerease at his fireside, aud where justice or 
the good name of the Uuited States required it, 
his friendship would be abundantly manifest, 
as a tribute which lie owed to the people whose 
illustrious chief now received hi? adieu. 

TLe President, in reply, said he was happy to 
see the man who won so great a name in the Co- 
lumbian war of iudepeudence, and who had made 
so many sacrifices for his country. Gen. Paez, 
being known as the defender of constitutional 
liberty, it was gratifying to the President that he 
had received the uution’s sympathy. With all 
his heart he w ished him a triumphant success on 
return, and that Venezuela may consolidate her 
liberties under such au eminent leader. Enter- 
taining the warmest feeling for the prosperity of 
Venezuela, he desired the two countries should 
maintain the most friendly relations, aud it any 
difficulty should arise between them, he enter- 
tained no doubt it would be amicably adjusted. 

The interview, as Gen. Paez subsequently re- 
marked, was of a highly gratifving character. — 
Gen. Paez will dine with the President, and also 
with Secretary Cass, before his departure, and as 
a further evidence of friendship fur the govern- 
ment, will return to Venezuela, in about three 
week:, in a national v -'.scl teud-.-red for that pur- 
pose. 

Later From Oregon. 

Hirtfokd, Oct- 29.- A letter has been received 
here from Lieut. Tyler, of the Oregon army, dated 
Cocurd, Aloe mission, Washington Territory, 
Sept. 15, which gives intelligence 13 days later 
than previous advices, and states that the Spokau 
and Peluse Indians had been defeated after two 
days fighting. An Indian chief, of tho Spokau 
tribe, bus been captured bv the United States 
forces, as weli as 900 horses belonging to that 
tribe. All the plunder taken at the time Colouel 
Steptoe was defeated, ha? been recovered. Col. 
Steptoe’s pi?tol was found on the body of a dead 
Indian. The army lost not a single man. The 
Indians were begging for peace, and complying 
with all the demands of the officer?, so that the 
war was considered as ended. The letter contain- 
these facts, was addressed by Lieut. Tyler to his 
father, residing here, and was expressed to Fort 
Taylor by Indian runners. It is probably the 
oniy letter from the seat of war received by the 
last California steamer. 

From New York. 

New York, Oct. 29. — A dispatch received to day 
from Washington, at the Times office, says that 
Costa Rica promptly retracts the offensive lan- 
guage made use ol, and says that if Monsieur 
Be'ly had been as well known at the time as be is 
now, the language would never have been used. 
The lake boats had proceeded up the river with- 
out interference.
